Art, I, . Name. The name of this 
organization shall be Associated Students 
of the Salinas Junior College. ; 

rh. Membership. Students of. this 
Junior College who have paid their an- 
nual dues and the faculty shall be con- 
sidered members of this organization. 

Art. Offreers. ¢ officers of 
this organization shall. be a President, a 
Secretary, a Commissioner of Finance, a 
Commissioner of Publications, a Commis- 
sioner of Men's Athletics, a Commissioner 
of Women’s Athletics, a Commissioner of 
the Freshman Class, a Commissioner of 
the Sophomore Class, a Yell Leader, As- 
sociate Yell Leader, and four assistant 
Yell Leaders... There shall. be. a faculty 
advisor and faculty auditor, 


Art. IV. Qualifications of and Term 
of Office. 
Section.1, All officers may be, at the 


time they enter upon the duties of. their 
office, a member of any class except as 
follows: Sophomore Commissioner shall 
be a member ‘of the Sophomore. Class, 
Freshman Commissioner shall be a mem- 
ber of the Freshman Class, and the Yell 
Leader and Associate Yell Leader. shall 
be members of the Sophomore Class. 

Section 2. All candidates, in order to 
be eligible for nomination, must attain 
a C average in scholatship during the 
semester just preceding the term for which 
they are a candidate. All officers must 
maintain a C average in scholarship dur- 
ing: their term ia office, In the event of 
their failure to do so the faculty advisor 
shall declare the office vacant and direct 
the President to call a special election to 
fill the vacancy. 

Section 3. The term of. office for all 
officers shall be’ one, schoo! year. 

Section 4. No student may hold more 
than one office in this organization at. one 


time. 
Art. V. Election of Officers. 


Section 1. The President, Secretary, 


Commissioner of Finance, Commissioner of 
the Sophomore “Class, Commissioner | of 
Publications, Yell Leader, and: Associate 
Yell Leader shall be elected in the fol- 
lowing manner: 

(a) Nomination petitions shall be ob- 
tained from the registrar with his ap- 
proval of the candidate and 30 signatures 
of student body members in good stand- 
ing must be obtained on these petitions 
before submitting to the elections com- 
mittee, 

(b) The primary election will be* held 

on the Monday and Tuesday: of the third 
week prior to the end. of the Sorin 
semester and the general election will be 
held on the Thursday and Friday of the 
same week, 
“ (c). Any candidate for any: office re- 
coring. a majority vote of the entire. stu- 
dent. body. in the primary election. shall 
be declared elected. If for any. office no 
candidate. receives a majority vote of the 
entire student body the names of the two. 
candidates receiving the greatest number 
of votes shall placed upon the ballot 
for the general election, 

(d) For each office the candidate re- 
ceiving the largest number of votes in the 
general election shall be “declared elected. 

Section 2. The Commissioner, of Men's 

Athletics and . the Commissioner of 
Women's Athletics shall be elected in the 
samme manner as those officers in Section 1 
except: 
_ (a) Only ‘men. students may sign peti- 
tions and vote: for the Commissioner of 
Men’s. Athletics and only women stadents 
may sign petitions and vote for the Com- 
missoner of Women’s Athletics. 

(b) A paierey, vote of all.men_ stu- 
dents shall elect in the primary election 
for Commissioner of Men's Athletics and 
a majority. vote of all women students 
shall elect the Commissioner of Women's 
Athletics. In the event that no majority 
is received in the primary election the two 
candidates for each office receiving . the 
greatest number of votes in the primary 
shall be placed upon the ballot for the 
general. election, 

_ Section 3. The. Commissioner of Pub- 
lications shall be elected from the follow- 
ing group of nominees: One selected by 
the staff of the school perst (The Bat- 
tery) with the approval of the faculty 
advisor of the Battery; one selected by 
the staff of the La Reata with the ap- 
proval of the faculty advisor of La Reata; 


any other persons having the approval of 
the advisors of the Battery and La Reata 
and presenting. petitions signed in the 
regular way outlined above. 

Section 4. The Commissioner. of the 
Freshman Class. shall be elected at a 
special election to be called by the Presi- 

ent not later than the fourth week of 
the Fall semester. Nominations shall be 
by petition in the regular way except that 
only members of he Freshman Class may 
sign petitions and vote for candidates for 
this. office. 

Art. V1. Duties. The duties of: all 
officers shall be as follows: 

Section 1. — President: The President 
shall call ‘and conduct all meetings, and 
be a member of the Commission. He 
shall be an ex-officio member of all com 
mitteés. He shall’ select all committees 
with the approval of the commission. He 
shall also see that all committees function 
roperly and shall call from time to time 
ora report from all committees. 

Section 2. The Secretary shall keep a 
permanent record of the proceedings of 
all commission and student body meet- 
ings. _ At such meetings he shall read 
the minutes of the previous meeting. The 
secretary shall not have a vote on the 
commission. 

Section 3. The Commissioner of Fin- 
ance shall keep a financial record of the 
Associated ‘Students of the Salinas a 
College. At each meeting he shall read 
a financial statement complete to one 
week prior to the meeting. He shall be 
President pro-tempore in the absence of 
the President. 

Section 4. Commissioner of Publica- 
tions; The Commissioner of Publications 
shall give an up-to-date eo of the status 
and activities at the school paper and 
school annual at each commission and 
student. body meeting. He shall repre- 
sent the publications in any: matter in the 
commission meetings. 

Section 5. Commissioner of Men's 
Athletics: The Commissioner of Men's 
Athletics shall be in charge of all busi- 
ness pertaining.to men’s athletics and shall 
bring such business before the commis- 
sion. 

Section 6. Commissioner of Women's 
Athletics. The Commissioner of Women's 
Athletics shall be in charge ‘of all busi- 
hess pertaining to women’s athletics and

LIBRARY SHOWS 
BOOK INCREASE 


A remarkable gain in the num- 
ber of books in the Junior Col- 
lege library has been. seen since 
the beginning of this school year.

Many of these books have been 
added in the science departments, 
especially in geology and astron- 
omy, but part of the gain has 
been in text books for the new 
courses now given in the Junior 
College.

ours, among other books, books 
on:journalism, music, economics, 
government, banking, law, how 
to study, fiction, and there are 69 
books on psychology. We counted 
them, and then counted no more. 

All in all ,there are enough 
books ‘in the Junior College 
library that one student reading 
a book a day, could read for 4001 
days, or 571 weeks, or 11 years, 
and by that time we'd have more 
books so the poor stude could 
just keep right on reading to the 
end of his days. 


The Jaysee library started only 
last year with rows and rows of 
empty shelves. Just see what a 
little persistence can do.

New Boys’ Gymnasium, 
Classrooms, Coffee 
Shop Planned 


Because expansion has become 
imperative here at the J. C., the 
Board of Education has voted to 
ask the voters for a sum of 
$150,000. with which will be in- 
stalled a fine, big, boys’ gym- 
nasium with completely equipped 
locker rooms and showers, six 
light, airy classrooms, a comfort- 
able instructor’s office, a coffee 
shop where noon lunches or be- 
tween-class snacks can be pur- 
chased, a girls’ sorority. or club 
house with a house-mother and 
plenty of room for feminine ac- 
tivity, and a fine water system. 

Then, on top of all this, the 
surveying class is laying out the 
campus to accommodate a base- 
ball diamond, a football field, a 
track, hockey and soccer field, 
and six tennis courts. 

Then, too, a campus is being 
planned that will be the envy of 
many established four-year’ in- 
stitutions, 

In the future students may 
stroll about the Salinas Junior 
College campus under shady 
trees. and over a lovely turf, such 
as they have at Stanford. During 
the spring and fall months they 
will not have to eat in the park 
or go down town. In winter, the 
halls will be cleared, because of 
the added facilities for such pur- 
poses. 

A more friendly, social atmos- 
phere will be able to trace its 
source to the sorority house.
